Their 
singing  is  congregational  ( iey  haVe  ho  or- 
gan) and  is  spiritual  and  -uplifting- ; The 
female  members  wear  uni  orm  bonnets  in 
church,  which  are  very  tasteful,  though 
plain.  Their  government  ij  congregational 
aqd  democratic.  They  re  ect  infant  bap- 
tism and  require  a profesflon  of  faith  in 
Christ  (regeneration)  befoie  baptism.  They 
administer  baptism,  as  thee  say,  by  immer- 
sion, or  sprinkling,  and  if  iprinkling  is  the 
mode  then  the  candidate  k jeels  in  running 
water,  while  the  water  is  applied  td  the 
head.  They  have  foot  washing  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Lord’s  Supher,  and  are  re- 
stricted communionists,  restricting  the  ob- 
servance of  the  supper  to  Mennonites  alone. 
They  have  Sunday  schools  Bible  schools, 
missionaries,  and  in  fact  are  in  line  ,with 
other  though  larger  denominations  of  Chris- 
tians in  advancing  the  common  cause  of 
Christianity  in  the  world.  _W|iey  are  a good
